In the Remark, page 10, applicant argues that Pettey et al does not disclose determining 
whether one or both of at least a second blade server and a network is to receive said at least 
first packet. 

Examiner does not agree because in Pettey et al., fig.l describes a server 102 wishing to 
transmit data or instructions to servers 104, 106 over network interfaces 110, 112, 1 14 and 
Ethernet network 128, fiber network 130 and other network 130 respectively. In particular, root 
complex 108 of server 102 transmits data or instructions to Ethernet switch 122 which will pass 
data to other servers 104, 106 (see col.10, lines 20-30 & 50-55; transferring data between a first 
server and a second server via a network). Fig. 19 describes packet D is transmitted from Ethernet 
MAC 1912 to Root complex 2 via I/O switch 1910. The switch 1910 receives the packet D, 
examines header, and determines that the packet D is destined for root complex 2. The switch 
1910 then transmits packet D to root complex 2 ( see col. 26, lines 38-45). Root complex 2 is 
included in server 104 ( see fig.l).
